Jefferson Davis, the chief executive of 
tho southern Confederacy, occupied his 
pew In the middle of the central aisle, 
nearly. oppOHite the 'now vacant one 
belonging to General Robert E. Lee. 
' An .orderly in uniform entered the 
shurcft somewhat precipitately, yet 
Without disturbance, and delivered a 
telegram to Mr. Darls, who quietly 
rose and. -went out 
The. occnrrence 


was noticed, but attracted no special 
attention among a congregation who 
during tbe foor years past had grown 
accustomed to sudden alarms and un- 
timely notice of threatened attacks. It 
was the day after tho battle of Five 
Forks. 


The dispatch was from General Lee. 


unnoonclnit his withdrawal from Pe- 
tersburg and the consequent necessity 
for the immediate evacuation of Rich- 
mond. "Immediate evacuation" meant 
getting' out by 8 o'clock that- night 
The news spread as only such, news 
can. Women prayed, men wept and 
cursed aud defied; children wondered, 
negroes rattier enjoyed the-excltement, 
especially after the Issue of a procla- 
mation to. the effect that all who wish- 
ed.might come to the commissary de- 
partment and get free provisions. 


As for .the soldiers, they had their 


orders from General Lee: Troops were 
to ltav« their line* everywhere at S 
p'clox^h-^JMit' tiTtTilni'-Kud toko up tne. 


line of march"for Amelia" Court Blouse, 
R small Virginia villago on the Rich- 
mond and Danville railroad, some for- 
ty 'miles southwest of Richmond. 


Barly In the afternoon Colonel Rob- 


ert Elllngbom hastily dismounted from 
his horse in front of a house to Frank- 
lin street. and sprang up the front 
steps. Before he reached the door Jt 
flew open and Gertrude, freshly dress- 
ed in white lawn, extended both hands 
In eager welcome. Beside her, In black 
civilian clothes, stood what looked like 
tie ghost of Kerclilval West. In the 
background appeared another familiar 
phantom of the far past—none other 
than Dr. Elllngham of Charleston, now 
•white haired and more aged looking 
than the lapse of years alone Bhould 
have called for.

So 
we have sent for the Rev. Dr. Mln- 
nigerode, and; now that you are here, 
the ceremony can be performed and 
you be off to join General Lee In half 
on hour's time, for'l suppose he will 
need you now more than ever." 


So they were married, Kerchival and. 


Gertrude, and Colonel Ellingham left 
them immediately- after the ceremony 
radiantly..'happy together-;jn. the midst 
of tbe^ climatic converging of all th«' 
storms.of war-, 
.. :,' V. 


President Davis and his cabinet had 


left Richmond by special train for 
Danville. 
Colonel Robert Elltngham 


bad hurried' aw.ay on horseback In the 
opposite direction Immediately, after 
the marriage ceremony .to Join' -the, 
army of. General' Lee,' now mareBing 
out of-Petersburg up'the-north, side of 
the Appomattox river toward Amelia 
Court Honse. 
. The only people who remained In 
Richmond were those who were poor 
and could not go away, or tb.oae who, 
like the Ellinghams, had home Inter- 
ests to hold them there and no other 
place to go to sbould they leave tbe 
city, and those others who, like" Colo- 
nel KercSival West, were Union sol- 
diers in Confederate prisons or on pa- 
role. 


At the same time Oeneral_Qrant -was 


riding into Petersburg through desert- 
ed streets between .rows of closed, si- 
lent streets. The next day he started 
with his army after tho departing Con- 
federates, bis columns moving south 
of the Appomattox parallel to Lee's 
route north of -that stream. He bad 
foreseen that Lee In bis retreat would 
endeavor to reach Amelia Court House, 
where his separate columns coming 
from Petersburg and Richmond could 
•unite and where be- ml£bt. expect to 
receive supplies. 


Two days later, the retreat continu- 


ing,' Sheridan descended -with a large 
.force upon the Confederate rear guard 
at Sailor's creek, a small tributary 
Bowing north into the Appomattox, 
and overwhelmed the commands .of 
Generals 'Ewell and Anderson, captur- 
ing these and several other high offi- 
cers, including General Lee's eldest 
son, General G. W. Custis Lee. 


On April T the Confederates; stopped 


at Farmville to feaat, having come up 
with tne first provisions that had 
reached them since leaving Petersburg, 
and to fight again. Tills time they 
succeeded in beating off Sheridan's 
cavalry and pushed on another stage 
toward Ljnchburg. 


Bnt the once great army of Northers 


Virginia was now reduced to two small 
corps of infantry, and the cavalry 
corps under Generals Fits Lee, Gordon 
and Hosser, for the one time, com- 
mander ot the Laurel brigade of the 
Sbenantioah valley bad rallied a new 
mounted force and was now doing yeo- 
man's service In an all but hopeless 
campaign • where laurels were scarce, 
but where loyalty and courage did not 
go unbonored. 


Colonel Robert Ellingham was.with. 


Gordon, wiios* cavalry corps, after 
fighting alt the way from Petersburg 
as roar guard for the wagon trains, 
was now transferred to the front 


"My corr.i9 is worn to a fraxsie," said 


tha gallant Gordon at the campflve 
council on the night of the 8th, "but if 
the force beyond Appomattox Court 
House is Sheridan's cavalry alone we 
'can hold It until Longstreet comes up 
and then cut through." 


The attack was made at daybreak. 


There was a moment when it took on 
tbe factitious look of a victory as the 
Confederate lines charged,, cheering 
wildly, and redoubled their fire as the 
Union cavalry slowly fell back. They, 
did not know that Sheridan already 
had tiie game in his hands and was 
now only skirmishing for a wind-up 
without, incurring any more loss than 
should be absolutely needful. No soon- 
er had the cavalry disappeared from 
their front than Lee's troops saw .the 
solid infantry lines of tie Army of the 
James massed before them, ready for 
an attack. Longstreet, covering tbe 
Confederate rear, was at the same, 
time threatened by M'eade with a su- 
perior force and could not'come to 
Gordon's aid- 
The firing suddenly 


ceased. The Confederate line halted, 
h,esitotedt then_ BuUenly-_faced_about 


and fell'back upon the" confused, for-' 
lorn mass of ragged grays that were! 
huddled around 
Appomattox " Court 


House. 
•The war In Virginia is over," sattf 


Sheridan to General Haverlll, passing 
as tne tatter's troops still advanced, 
until a white flag of truce appeared in 
tho distance, approaching like a re^ 
luctant dove of peace. 
. 
• . . 


"Now there Is nothing left m« out 


to go and see General Grant" General 
Lee had said. 


"Oh, general," came the protest ot 


his lieutenants, "what will the world 
say of the surrender of your army In 
the fleldr 


"Yes, tbey will say hard -things of 


ns, I know. They will not understand! 
how -we were overwhelmed by num- 
bers. Bnt tnat is not the question. The 
question Is, Is It right to surrender? 
If It Is right then. I will take all th» re- 
sponsibility." 


The note brought under flag of truce) 


to tho Federal lines was General Lee's, 
reply to an earlier communication from/ 
General Grant The proposition' bad! 
been made and accepted, for a suspen- 
sion of hostilities pending negotiations, 
looking to the surrender of Lee's army. 


During the interval occupied by tbem! 


arrangements a stately, gray bearded! 
Federal officer approached Colonel El- 
lingbam, who bad been sent by (Jen-: 
eral Gordon with the nag of trace; and; - 
drawing something—donbtles* a docu- 
ment—from his side pocket said: 


"Colonel, I have been requested vrhliei 


waiting to extend to you the courtesies* 
of this side of tne line"—at tne sam» 
time proffering tne supposed document* 
wnicli proved to be a sliver flask. 


Then Colonel ElllDgbam recognisedl 


General Haverill—the Mexican war,
